Condition of Roads in Old 
Days Made Assistance

class mailing privilege. The tabloid 
depends on its street sales for its 
large circulation.

The subsidies Were startéd, the 
Presidént continued, on the theory 


that there were a great many rural 


communities which had no means 
of receiving news of the day, be- 
cause ot the condition. of the roads, 
At present, every community has ex- 
cellent facilities for receiving news, 
he said, and the proposition spoke 
for itself. 

Asked if he intended to do any- 
thing about the situation, the Presi- 
dent smilingly replied that here was 
an opportunity for the newspapers 
and magazines to start an ethical 
reform, instead of asking the Gov- 
ernment to do it. 

When a reporter pointed out that 
another , $40,000,000. subsidy was 
given to rural newspapers in the 
form of “free-in-county” delivery 
and that the rural Congressmen 
would rise up in revolt if this sub- 
sidy were taken away, the Presi- 
dent replied that this brought up 
a somewhat different. question. 

Cites Home County Situation. 

As an illustration, he described 
the situation. in Dutchess County 
during his boyhood when. it was vir- 
tually impossible for a publisher to 
distribute a daily newspaper 
throughout the county because of 
the roads. The only means of dis- 
tribution at that time, he said, was 
by the four railroad lines running 
out of Poughkeepsie, which did not 
serve all the communities, Now, 
because the roads have been built 
up, none of these railroads carry 
mail, he observed. 

Before he could finish his us 
tration, a reporter asked why the 
Postoffice Department, of all the 
Government agencies, had been put 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. The 
President’s answer was that this 
was the only department which 
was exclusively a business propo- 
8 one enjoying a monopoly.

The major recommendations pro- 
vide for complete overhauling of 
the undistributed profits and capi- 
tal gains taxes. These levies have 
borne most of the criticism that tax 
statutes have hurt business. 

Some corporations would pay 
more taxes, Vinson said. But in 
general, hé added, the subcommit- 
tee’s new tax system Would grant 
relief against high rates to 99% per 
cent of the 200,000 tax-paying cor- 
porations, 

Changes extending benefits to 
most corporations would not apply 
to 500 or 1000 firms which Vinson 
described as controlled by a few 
individuals and used by them as a 
device for evading payment of high 
surtaxes on their personal incomes. 

Dividends to which the surtaxes 
would apply are not paid by the 
corporations, he said, and profite 
are piled up in them and subjected 
to a lower corporate tax rate. 

Under the subcommittee’s plan, 
they would pay the 16 to 20 per 
cent undistributed taxes applicable 


to all companies with relatively 


large incomes. From the net in- 
come remaining after payment of 
those taxes, they could deduct $40,- 
000, or 30 per cent, wHichever was 
larger. On the balance, they would 
pay a flat 20 per cent rate. 
Would Make Slight Reduction,

The tax revision program should 
comply, Vinson said, with President 
Roosevelt’s demand that it result 
in no substantial reduction in reve- 
nue, The prospective yield, how- 
ever, has not been computed def- 
initely.

That exemptions from estate and 
gift taxes be lowered. 

Would Repeal “Nuisance” Taxes. 

That about $23,000,000 of excise 
and “nuisance” taxes be repealed.

ALMOST HALF OF AMERICANS 
IN CHINA HAVE LEFT COUNTRY 


State Department Official Tells of 
Exodus Since Japan’s Invasion, 
in Reply to D. R. Johnson. 
Almost half of the American civil- 


ians in China at the beginning of 


the conflict with Japan have left 
the country, Dale R. Johnson, 
chairman of the Missouri Peace Ac- 
tion Committee, was informed to- 
day, in reply to a letter of in- 
quiry, by Raymond C. Mackay, as- 
sistant chief of the State Depart- 
ment’s Division of Far East Af. 
fairs. 

Early this year, Mackay said 
there were between 10,000 and 11,-’ 
000 Americans in China but latest 
reports indicate the number had 
been reduced to about 6000. Ameri- 
can armed forces in China, he said, 
numbered 3918 men, including 
about 1500 re-enforcements sent to 
Shanghai to protect American na- 
tionals, There are nine gunboats 
on duty in Chinese waters with a 
total of 69 officers and 896 men. 

“In the light of. peculiar fea- 
tures inherent in the situation,” 
Mackay wrote, “all of the major 
powers have developed and em- 
ployed, with authorization of the 
Chinese Government, methods of 
safeguarding the lives and interests 
and property of their nationals be- 
lieved to be appropriate to the sit- 
uation and warranted by the pecu- 
liarities thereof.“

Oliver Locker-Lampson, Who Aided 


LONDON, Jan. 7. n der 
Oliver Locker-Lampson, who aided 
the Rumanian royal family when 
they were driven from Bucharest 
during the World War, cabled King 
Carol today protesting against 
treatment of Jews under the new 
Government of Octavian Goga. 

Locker-Lampson, member of Par- 
liament and former Lord Privy 
Seal, said that Goga’s differentia- 
tion against minorities, Rumania 
for Rumanians, was “making it dif- 
ficult for Englishmen to go on 
wearing Rumanian medals.”

SOME ACCUSED ~ 
OF TAKING BRIBES 


Prosecution to Be Begun If 
Evidence Is Sufficient— 
Warrants Issued Against 
22 Merchants. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 7—Sam L. Nu- 
delman, Illinois finance director, 
said last night bribery and corrup- 
tion had been disclosed in the-state 
sales tax collection office here and 
announced 15 employes had been 
discharged since a departmental! in- 
vestigation began several months 


ago. 
Nudelman declined to estimate 


the extent of the state’s losses, but 


said “we know tax evasions by one 
means or another amount to sev; 
eral millions.” 

The director came here for the 
purpose of “cleaning house” and 
said additional discharges were slat- 
ed. The Chicago sales tax office, 
charged with collection of the 
State’s 3 per cent tax on retail sales 
of 70,000 merchants in Cook Coun- 
ty, has a staff of 68 field investi- 
gators and 140 auditors. 

Warrants Against Merchants. 

Under arrest is Frank Hruby, 
charged with impersonating a de- 
partment officer. In addition, Nu- 
delman said, warrants have been 
issued against 22 merchants, ac- 
cused of failure to file tax returns. 

The warrants, signed by Morti- 
mer Porges, Assistant Attorney- 
General, charge failure to file on 
amounts ranging from $300 to 
$4000; Penalties for such violations, 
Nudelman said, are fines of $25 to 
$5000 or jail terms of 30 days to 
six months. The cases of the 22 
have been set for hearing Tuesday 
morning in the Court of Municipal 
Judge Eugene Holland. 

Nudelman said he expected to 
confer before the end of the week 
with State’s Attorney Thomas J. 
Courtney regarding additional 
prosecutions. He said Courtney and 
Attorney-General Otto Kerner were 
co-operating in the investigation. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Vernon 
Thompson said he would go be- 
fore the grand jury next week to 
ask for indictments against three 
persons for conspiracy to defraud 
the State of $30,000 in sales. taxes 
allegedly withheld by a West Side 
motor sales company. He said he 
would seek indictments for the 
head of the company, the manager 
and a former agent for the State 
Department of Finance. 

The company is in the process of 
liquidation. It was put into re- 
ceivership at the instance of the 
department for failure to pay sales 
tax for 1935, 1936 and 1937. 

Gov, Henry Horner, who, Nudel- 
man said, directed that the inves- 
tigation be pressed when the tax 
“fixing” first was suspected, was 
described by the finance chief as 
being shocked“ by the disclosures. 
The Governor issued a statement 
saying every resource of the State 
would be used to maintain honest 
enforcement of the law and to re- 
move corruption. 

Employes Accepted Bribes. 

Of the discharged employes, Nu- 
delman said: 

“All were either known to have 
accepted bribes for reducing tax 
claims, were strongly suspected or 
otherwise failed to do their duty. 
We intend to prosecute wherever 
we can get enough evidence.” 

Thompson said indictments for 
conspiracy to defraud the state 
would be drawn against four or 
five” of the discharged employes. 

Nudelman was accompanied here 
from. Springfield by Frank J. Fi- 
gueira, chief investigator for the 
State Bureau of Criminal Investi- 
gation, who directed the inquiry. 

Also created, Nudelman disclosed, 
was an intelligence unit within 
the department which he said 
“trailed the men under weapicion 
for days at a time.” 

In the office of Robert M. Stow- 
ers, Chicago office supervisor, there 
was concealed in a bookcase tele- 
phone wire-tapping equipment by 
which Stowers and - investigato 
listened in on conversations of em- 
ployes under suspicion. Dictaphones 
also were used, and Nudelman said

Keep Your Gun Cleaned. 


Since the hunting season bas 
ended on all sports save rabbits 
and fur bearing animals, many 
nimrods will be laying their shoot- 
ing irons awuy for another year. 
Some will be laid away in state, 
while others will be merely laid 
away. There is a difference. In 
order to have a properly function- 
ing gun year after year, good care 
must be taken of It. 

Despite numerous advertisements 
which state that certain shells and 
cartridges are proof against rust, 
and that certain oils have an ap- 
parently magic effect on the bore 
of the arms, all should be cleaned 
before setting aside. 

A few hints that may be put into 
practice follow. Of course a par- 
ticular case needs a special treat- 
ment, but these are for cleaning of 
shooting arms in general. 

First, presume that the gun hae 
been well taken care of in the past, 
which means that no rust spots 
have appeared either on the bore 
or in the mechanism. The matter 
should be very simple. The prin- 
cipal objective is one of protection 
against the coming ten months un- 
til a new season. Simply clean the 
barrel with flannel swabs attached 
to the end of a cleaner with a re- 
volving handle, It is best to use a 
soft flannel because there is no 
danger of scratching the bore; the 
revolving handle allows the swab 
to follow the boring or choke with- 
out any forcing. 


Difference of Opinion. 


After running through the 
patches until they come out fairly 
clean, place some good grade gun 
grease or well-known preparation 
on a patch and run it through. Re- 
peat with clean swabs until they 
are again clean and the barrel is 
ready to be set aside. There are 
numerous formulas for greases 
which are to be applied to the in- 
terior in a thick manner and left 
there during the off-season. Some 
shooters follow this plan while oth- 
ers prefer to leave the barrel clean. 
There are advocates for both meth- 
ods and authorities seem to differ 
in opinion as to which procedure 
is the better. Certainly, it will do 
no harm to look at the gun every 
month just to see that no spote are 
developing. 


After taking down the gun and 


wiping all the excess oil from the 
mechanism, only a single drop of 
the finest gun oil should be placed 
on the mechanism. There is a 
school of thought that dictates that 
the inner workings of a gun should 
be fairly saturated in oil, but it 
has been generally proven that too 
much oil slows down the action and 
also, that oil really attracts water, 
thereby causing rust over a period 
of time. 


Where Rust Spots Appear. 

For those who have allowed their 
old trusty to collect a few rust 
spots in the bore, probably the sur- 
est method of removal is via the 
boiling water route. For this, heat 
a teakettle, or a tank full, of water; 
it must be boiling. Take down the 
gun, so as not to get water in the 
action, and pour the water through 
the barrel. If your gun is one that 
cannot be taken down, use a fun- 
nel and pour from the breech énd,

Be certain that 
the barrel is absolutely dry and 
tren continue as above described, 
with the flannel patches, grease 
and oil, : 


If the barrel has reached that 
last and final stage where boiling 
water and harsh words are to no 
avail, a wire brush is the last re 
sort. For this, one with a gauze- 
like cover is best suited, as it will 
be less likely to scratch. Above 
all, choose one made to fit the 
choke or bore and one that is not 
only tough in appearance, but 
which has a revolving handle and 
a good reputation. Those “tough- 
looking” ones usually take out part 
of the barrel with the rust. Don’t 


resort to this last form of treat- 


ment unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary, as the steel in gun barrels 
simply wasn’t made to be worked 
on too often or too vigorously with 
wire brushes,

ITALY TO BUILD TWO HEAVY 
BATTLESHIPS, 12 DESTROYERS 


ROME, Jan. 7. — Italy is to be- 
gin immediate construction of two 
more 35,000-ton battleships, 12 de- 
stroyers and an undisclosed num- 
ber of submarines, it was announced 
officially today.

The G-men started their year with the capture at 
Sanford, N. C., of two long-sought desperadoes, want- 
ed for bank robbery and murder. Now J. Edgar 
Hoover, chief of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
has issued his list of firsf-rank public enemies, 
which had included these two men. The interesting 
thing about this list is the obscurity of the crim- 
inals on which it puts the finger. A few years ago, 
the men on Mr. Hoover’s catalogue were household 
names: Dillinger, Baby-face Nelgon, Pretty Boy 
Floyd and others. But neither the public nor the 
headlines know the public enemies of 1938. 

Certainly, nation-wide notoriety has never come to 
Kyle and Cretzef the California bank robbers who 
head the list. Next is one Deming, an Iowan, and 
then a man named Chapman, who operates in the 
South. Two Floridians, identified as Hunt and Grant, 
complete the list. All are strangers to the spotlight. 

This roll-call of comparative unknowns shows how 
the G-men have wiped out the big-shot criminals of 
a few years back. The six who now head the fatal 
list are probably dangerous men, but they are small 
fry as eompared with those who once caused nation- 
wide concern. The former criminal overlords are in 
their graves or in prison, and the odds are that the 
half-dozen now designated will be rounded up before

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THE COMEBACK OF A KING. 

Royalists everywhere will be gladdened by the re- 
appearance of Bilozo, still every inch a king.

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BACKING A LONG SHOT, 

On a sizzling day in July of last year, Chairman 
Hatton W. Sumners of the Judiciary Committee rose 
from his seat in the House of Representatives to 
make a momentous statement. The veteran Texan 
always commands an audience in the House; on this 
day, his audience was larger than usual and the air 
was surcharged with tension. 

For six months and more, the President’s court bill 
had been debated, with the attention of the country 
focused upon the Senate. In the Senate, the forces 
for and against the bill were at that time nip and 
tuck. If anyone thought of the House, whose assent 
the bill must also have, it was usually supposed that 
the House would comply with the White House wish.

The Waste of Traffic Tie-ups 


Congestion causes economic losses as well as accidents, says expert; low average speed 
attainable on city streets is “leading to uneconomic decentralization of urban 
activities and distorting property values”; condition is also: restricting market 
for automobiles; solution lies in “education, engineering and law enforcement.” 


From Address by Dr. Miller McGlintock, Director, Harvard Bureau of Traffic Re- 
search, Before Commercial Investment Trust's Safety Seminar, New Tork. 


AST year in the United States, we 
L killed in traffic accidents on our streets 
and highways approximately 40,000 per- 
sons; we permanently disabled more than 
125,000, and almost a million and a half 
more suffered injury. This is a humani- 
tarian and social problem which is a defi- 
nite challenge to a nation that believes the 
first duty of government is the protection of 
the security of its citizens and a challenge 
to a nation which prides itself on efficiency. 
The accident problem, however, is not 
alone a social problem. It also involves eco- 
nomics. We cannot destfoy life without 
suffering economic loss, nor can we perma- 
nently disable so many of our citizens with- 
out creating a heavy community burden. 
The actual cost of highway accidents, in- 
cluding death, injury and property damage, 
has been estimated at from one and one 
half billion to two billion dollars per year. 
One aspect of the accident problem which 
is frequently overlooked is the effect which 
accidents have upon the freest and most 
beneficial use of our automotive servant. 
Today there is not a single car in cur. 
rent production that is not so designed and 
co that it can safely and cohtin- 
uously maintain speeds of 60 miles per 
hour, assuming reasonable operating con- 
ditions.

Tou may de interested to know that at 
the present time the over-all operating speed 
of automobile traffic in the typical Ameri- 
can city for average trips, including the cen- 
tral district streets, the radiating routes of 
traffic and the outlying urban areas, is 
about 17 miles per hour. 

In other words, the urban dweller and, to 
a considerable degree, all automobile own- 
ers are able, under present conditions of 
congestion, to achieve only a small fraction 
of the return which their investment in au- 
tomotive equipment should warrant. This, 
however, is by no means the whole story, 
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upon the fullest and most beneficial use of 
our automotive servant. It may be esti- 
mated that there is now a submerged mar- 
ket for five or six million automobiles that 
are not purchased and used because the po- 
tential owners do not find in the automo- 
bile sufficient convenience to warrant the 
purchase. 

Count, yourselves, how many times you 
are tempted to use your cars on 
or holidays, but do not do so because of 
your knowledge that travel would be con- 
gested and inconvenient,

This situation, of course, has very wide 
economic effects not only upon the automo- 
bile industry, but upon the petroleum and re- 
lated service industries. But, most impor- 
tantly, it results in an economic loss to the 
28,000,000 owners of motor cars who cannot 
use their investment to its fullest value. 

The twin problems of traffic accidents 
and traffic congestion go to the very basis 
of our social and economic life. This is 
because mobility is an integral and inherent 
part of community existence and because 
mobility is the servant of all business and 
social activities.

MEASLES EPIDEMIC DECLINING; 
NUMBER OF CASES STILL HIGH 


468 New Patients Reported Last 
Week; 708 in Peak Seven- 
Day Period. 

The measles epidemic which be- 
gan about Oct. 1 is declining in 
severity but the number of cases 


reported continues high, Dr. J. 
Earl Smith, city epidemiologist, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. There were 468 cases re- 
ported last week, as compared with 
485 the week before. In the peak 
@veek of Dec, 11, 708 cases were 
reported. 

In 1987, an epidemic year for 
measles, 5553 cases were reported 
and 14 deaths. In 1936, on the 
other hand, only 140 cases were re- 
ported. In 1931, another epidemic 
year, 6975 cases were reported. 

Since Dec. 11, the current out- 
break has been lessening. Children 
with the disease are quarantined 
for 10 days, those under the age of 
8 being watched particularly for 
ear complications. The disease 
starts as an apparent cold, with 
the eyes watering, and then a red 
rash appears on the face, neck and 
body.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Eleven 
states have withdrawn $3,575,000 
this week to begin payment of un- 
employment insurance, the 1 +s- 
ury announced today. 

A total of 22 states became eli- 
gible to start payment Jan. 1, but 
except for Wisconsin most of them 
will wait a few weeks until regis- 
tration of the unemployed is com- 
pleted. 

Wisconsin, which withdrew 31, 
250,000 in the six months prior fo 
Jan. 1, took an additional $500,000 
this week, Other withdrawals: 
Louisiana, $250,000; New Hamp-

So far, however, no one has tried 
to copy Charlie for use as a ven- 
triloquist's dummy.
